THE IRRIGATION LAW THREATENED

Mr. Maxwell shows pretty 


clearly that the enactment of the Hansbrough bill would 
destroy one of the .best features of the National Irriga- 
tion Act by nullifying the Homestead provisions. 


Senator HansbrpUgh introduced in the Senate a dupli- 


cate of the Newlands' Irrigation bill and some of our 
junion senator's political opponents in Nevada endeavored 
to detract "from his credit for the passage of the meas- 
ure in favor of the introducer of .the Senate duplicate, 
although the latter was regarded by the friends of irriga- 
tion as a staunch, .and steadfast friend pf the people of 
the arid land regions and no one was disposed-, to with 
hold from him his fulj measure of-'praise therefor. If he 
was really sincere in his profesions at that time it is hard 
to diiscern his object in destroying the best .portion of the 
good work. If the effect would be as represented by Mr.' 
Maxwell there can 'be but little danger of the passage of 
the bill as the Irrigation measure passed the senate by 
practically a unanimous vote. As a matter of course -the 
friends of Irrigation in congress will be on the alert and we 
anticipate no serious consequences from: this most remark- 
able movement upon the part of Senator Hansbrough.

Maxwell of the National 


Irrigation Association, who has care- 
fully examined the Hansbrough bill, 
says its passage would destroy the 
best features of the irrigation 
act. 


Speaking1 of the bill, Mr Maxwell says 


"When the national urigation act 


was originally passed in the senate it 
left the land open to all kinds of spec- 
ulative entry until the contract to 
build the Irrigation works was let by 
the secretary of the interior. After a 
fierce and bitter controversy, those who 
insisted that the reclaimed lands should 
be reserved exclusively for actual set- 
tlers secured amendment of the bill, 
before it passed the house, by the in- 
sertion of a clause under which the 
secretary of the interior was author- 
ized to reserve all lands which he con- 
templated reclaiming under the act at 
or immediately prior to the time of 
beginning the surveys for any contem- 
plated irrigation works 
These lands 


-were to be withdrawn from entry ex- 
cept under the homestead act 
Every 


acre which has been withdrawn, or is 
withdiawn, undei the national irriga- 
tion act remains subject to homestead 
entiy 


"Now the Hansbrough amendment to 


the timber and stone act uses this same 
expression, 'subject to homestead en- 
tiy,' and would peirnit eveiy acre of 
worthless piivate lands in forest re- 
serves to be exchanged fo> lands which 
were 'subject to homestead entiy,' al- 
though they had been leseived under 
the national lingation act 
The Hans- 


brough amendment gives to every spec- 
ultive owner of lands in the public 
forest reservations the absolute light 
to relinquish such lands to the govein- 
ment, and to 'select in lieu thereof a 
tract of vacant suiveyed, non-mmeial 
public land which is subject to home- 
stead entiy not exceeding in ai ea the 
tiact coveied by his claim or patent, 
and not chiefly valuable for tlmbei and 
stone' 
The 
consequences of such a 


provision as this are simply apalling 
Tn all the public land, states and terri- 
tories, sections 16 and 36 are state 
lands and aie almost universally con- 
trolled by land speculators 
Within 


the limits of eveiy railroad grant the 
alternate sections were railroad lands, 
and nearly all have oeen sold by the 
railroad companies to men who have 
cut off the good timbpr, or who are 
cutting it off as fast as they can 


The Hansbrough amendment would 


gi\e the owners of hundreds of thou- 
sands of 
acres of 
such piactically 


worthless lands as these—i ocks and 
stones and stumps 
and brush 
and 


chapaual 
and 
mountain 
piecipices 


and gorges—the right 
to tuin that 


land into the government, and locate, 
m exchange foi 
it, the very lands 


which are now reserved under the 
national migation 
act 
for 
actual 


homestead settlers 
only 
It is true 


that the national irrigntion act pro- 
Mdes that lands reserved, under it 
as subject to entry only in tiacts of 
riot moie than 160 acres, but the Hans- 
broxigh amendment, if enacted, would 
be the latest law on the subject, and 
it contains no limitation as to acre- 
age in giving this right of exchange 
of lands, and would emasculate thrs 
beneficient provision of the irrigation 
act to the extent 
that 
speculators 


would absorb these irrigable lands in 
lieu of their holdings in the forest re- 
serves 
There would be nothing to 


prevent them from locating blocks of 
thousands of acres in single tracks 
under any irrigation 
system 
being 


built by the government 
This pro- 


•Usion of the Hansborough bill shows 
the danger of complicating and in- 
volving the proposed repeal of

. timber and" stone act, the desert land 


act, and the commutation clause o 
the homestead act by any attempt!
